Incidentally the Trust 
mention the efforts made in this country before they came into existence, notab 
the fund established by Messrs. Louis Cohen and Sons and the Rasso-Jewish 
Committee. The impetus to their owa- action came from the publication i 
Times of a history of the persecution of the Russian Jews in [sal. ‘The Man- 
sion Tlouse Meeting was held, and as a consequence funds to tl umount of ove 
£110,000 were collected. The Trustees now give, in a measure for the first 
time, their account of the manner in. which they have employed this very larg 
for nm arly C0000 has been expended, 

As will be remembered, very large amounts were spent in sending convoys 
of Refugees to America, and the description of the work of the Trustees is 
largely taken up by an account of the way in which this was effected.. The 
following account of the modus operandi. will be found of interest :— 


The Refugees were examined by the Committee at Lemberg, their suit:bility 
for emigration was considered, safe custody was taken of their valualbles, for w hich, 
of course, a voucher was given, nd they were then sent by a throueh trai bo 
Berlin and Hambury. From the latter port they were rent through to Liverpoo!, via 
liull or Grimsby. Here careful inquiry was made into each case by a Local Com- 
m\ a which worked most assiduously under the presidency of Mr, B. L. Benas, 
A locality was there chosen as most snitable, according to the trade of each Refuy 
and his chance of finding friends and relatives. Regard was also had tothe size 
of the Jewish cougregation in any town, as well as tothe number of Refugees 
already forwarded there. A through ticket was then given to the Refugee for 
himeelf and family, if they accompanied him, and a draft was likewise given hia, 
drawn up in such a way that he could only get it cashed on personal application 
at the town where it had been decided to send him. It is believed that these pre- 
cautions were eflicaviouys, and that the great bulk of the refugees were dispersed as 
intended in the most suitable localities, A record was kept of the special circum- 
stances of each emigrant.

Aftera reference to the ill-fated attempt at colonisation in Cyprus where the 
Trustecs hal to intervene, they conclade their aceount of the work of the past 
four years with the following suimmary :— 

Many Russian Jews hal during the persecutions, and immediately afterwards, 
resorted to Palestine, The incecaure tenure of land. accorded to aliens in the Holy 
Land, and the general dilliculty of gaining a livelihood there, had deterred the 
Trustees from holding out aay inducement to refugees to settle there. Those of 
them who fad, neverthele s, done sto, and bave found themselves in consequence 
in necd of assistance, have been aided by the Trustecs, chiefly with a view to their 
returning to their native country, and for this purpose a grant of money was placed 
in the handsof Ir, 11, Adler, on his visit to the Holy Land in the spring of 1885, 
More permanent advantage seems to be promised by the schemes of technical in- 
struction re ently started in Jerusalem, and subventions have been granted to the 
schools for the special benefit of the children of the Russian Refugees in the Holy 

The Trustces are gial to report that in Raasia itself little has lately occurred 
calling for their remedial attention. A few isolated cases ef riots in Russian towns 
have occurred, for which grants have been rade and several individuals have come 
under their notice. whose prospects bad been destroyed by the disabilities under 
which Jews labour in Russia, A whole class of this kind, important, though for- 
fortunately not numerous, existed in some Russian stadente, chietly of medicine, 
who, expelled from the Universities, were unable to continue their studies in their 
nativecountry, ‘The attention of the Trustees was called to these by the Alliance 
Israé ite,and they have hail much pleasure in co-operating wita the Alliance in 
enabling these young men of. promises tocomplete their courses of studies, Another 
class of refugees who sadly needed assistance were the victims of Prursian harshness.

(in the whole, little exception can be taken to the measures adopted by 
them to alleviate the misery of Russian Jews. Of course there may be points 
on which observation might be offered ; few undertakings of such magni- 
tude fail to present an opening to the critic. But on the whole the 
Trustees have done well a good and useful task, and under such cireum- 
stances it would be invidious to play the part of captiousness. The 
Trustees include besides some of our most able communal workers, and we 
may have every confidence that even when the very best possible means does 
not seem to have been adopted, circumstances now unseen existed which 
prevented its adoption. 

When they begun their task tliere was little choice before them. 
The crowd of fugitives huddled together at Brody had to be removed before 
the summer sun should cause a pestilence. Nor was there much range ag 
to the place to which they should be removed ; the Continent was already 
suffering from a violent outburst of anti-Semitic feeling which made the 
Jews of Germany and Austria careful how they admitted large accessions to 
their numbers, Here in England trade was depressed and a living hard to 
get. Russia was for the moment impossible. There remained only America, 
and to America accordingly the Refugees were sent to the number of nearly 
nine thousand, under the auspices of the Mansion House Fund, while it is 
probable that at least an equal amount were sent by the Continental Com- 
mittees or went on their own account. It will be remembered that at the 
time much dispute took place as to the wisdom or justice of thus flooding 
America with such crowds of refugees. The action of the Trustees has at 
any rate been justified by results. The friendly Republic has quietly absorbed 
the whole mass and the persecuted Russian Jews have become, undisturbed, 
American citizens. The Trustees may well look back with pride on the 
admirable organization—mainly due, it is well known, to Mr. N, 8. Josera— 
by which the result was effected. 

There came a time, however, when America, however well-disposed was 
forced to cry *“* Hold; enough.” Luckily at the same moment prospects 
changed in Russia with the change of ministry, and it became possible to 
reinstate the refugees in the country where at any rate they spoke the lan- 
guage and were familiar with the ways of their fellow-citizens.. And thus 
the second stage of the Trustees’ work consisted in repatriation—a task 
undertaken conjointly by all the European Committee at a Conference held 
in. Vienna in August, 1882. When this work was concluded under the 
new condition of things in Russia, the more pressing need of the case had 
been attended to and the * Relief of Kussian Jews ” had been affected, 

The Trustees’ action through all this had been prompt, efficacious, and 
well-judged. The conditions for a solution of the problem had been almost 
given by the circumstances of the case. But the Trustees hal dealt with 
the conditions in a way deserving of all praise. A question may be raised 
a: to the economy ot the work, As will he seen from our suoaimary ot the 
Report no less a sum of £7 per head including women and children was 
spent in conveying them to America. This seems a very large sum— 
about £30 a family—but on the other hand the journey from Brody 
to Liverpool is long and each Refugee had to be provided with a 
certain amount of funds at his destination. And certainly, if the 
expenditure on the Refugees was at all too liberal, the expenses of 
administration were remarkably small. It is rare indeed for a sum of over 
£85,000 to be distributed at a cost of-less than £500, 

The large expenses connected with the Exodus to America and the 
Repatriation Scheme reduced the sums at the disposal of the Trustees to 
an amount of about £34,000, and it is really with the disposal of this 
balance that the present Report deals. Having now got rid of the pressing 
demands of the Refugees, what else could be done for them ? 
question which the Trustees had to solve, 


That was the 
They assert that the means 
at their disposal did not admit of any ambitious schemes, and as a matter 
of fact they have practically confined themselves to a single mode of perma- 
nent assistance—the foundation of agricultural colonies, They have spent 
about £10,000 on these with the very satisfactory result that over 1,000 
Russian Jews are under their auspices earning their living in an agricultural 
life. This is an experiment of the greatest intereat, and may help towards 
the solution of many problems, 

The agricultural colonies are all in the New World with the exception 
of the Training School near Avylesbury, if training school it can be called, 
The Trustees have consistently discouraged any attempts to found agricul- 
tural colonie3 in Palestine. The reasons they allege for this are the insuffi- 
cient tenure afforded by the Turkish Government and the difficulty of 
earning a living in the Holy Land. As a matter of fact these difficulties 
have been got over, and we see no reason why the assistance given to 
these ‘now flourishing colonies in the Holy Land by Baron Enmonn pb 


years. 


Rornscuitp should not have emanated from the Mansion House Fund. \' 
it be urged that the expense would have been great, it may be pointed out 
that much larger sums of money have been sunk in the Vineland Colony in 
which the Trusteees have interested themselves, though not, it must be con- 
fessed by the Trustees themselves, who seem to have aided the Colony iu a 
most practical and efficient manner. 

And this leads tothe main question which the Report raises. 
still a balance of over £20,000, What is 
The Trustees do not discuss the pout in 
their Report, though doubtless it must exercise their minds a great deal.

There are arriving here in London a large number of Russian ews who need 


assistance in ath ousand ways. Cannot the Fund be apphied with advantage to 
them? If it be asserted that the Fund was raised for sufferers from persecution, 
we answer: Every Russian Jew is persecuted. 


And now we would a : 
‘Are the Trustees waiting for another outbreak in Russia before spending 


their surplus?" The admirable way in which they have hitherto done their 


work encourages us to hope that they will find effective means of disposing 
of the larze sum still remaining to the best advantage of Russian Jews,

Historical Shetch of by Hk. Brows, (William Reeves), 


The anthor of this little book, ardently loving music himself, has set about 
endeavouring to convey some knowledge of the history and wstheties of the art, to 
that laryve class who love sweet sounds, but underst ind thei not To this end he 
has ransacked the « neyelopadias and musical dictionaries, and has presented os with 
a fairly well digested agglomeration of some. statements made in them. A large 
nutnber of payes are devoted by Mr. Brown to the music of ancient Israel, Herein 
plentifully occur th mistakes into which they fall, to whom original soarces of 
information are inaccessible. while it 15 forvott n that certain terms bore to the 
anctents tie aning differs nif from that conveved by'them to na, Mr. Drown vives 
us the novel information that “the Jews, sivee their final dispersion, have been 
without music in their worship This is scarcely a complimentary reference to 
the d/azanuth, or to the elaborate music, vocal and instromental, of modern syna- 
gogues. Following Barney's misconception of the well-known Talmudic discus- 
cussion on the permissibility of /est/re mnsic during exile, he adds that “the Jews 
refrain from having music in their synagogues, as they believe the Messiah has not 
come,’ Mr. Browns style is illustrated by the following mass of confasions, * The 
Song of Moses (Deut. xxxii.), and the Song of Victory (Exod. xv.), sung on the great 
fast days —we may well conceive —that these sublime and magnificent songs were 
sung to music equally sublime and magnificent; and at the Passover, they sang a 
series Of five psalms, called the great Hallelujah, which, in a certain degree, may 
have been the prototype of Handel’s* Hallelujah Chorus.” Elevated by his enthnu- 
siasm, the writer has evidently penetrated into the realms of bliss, since he confi- 
dentiy asssures us that’ theangelic hosts are choral, and sing heavenly anthems, 
and are responsive in their singing, as were the typical Temple Choirs,’ The word 
“ typical " evidences what portions they were upon which the ascent was made, 
Despite the many inaccuries, and the fneorrectness of more original conclasions, 
Mr. Brown's earns«stness, and evident desire to effect some improvement, breathe 
nterest into his pages and entertain nent into his haalling of the subject, 


THE EXPULSION or Jews PrussiA.—The Berlin Vossieche Zituny reports 
that the petitions, which have been sent ta the Emperor soliciting permission to 
remain in russia, and the recall of the decree ordering the departure from Prussia 
of forcign Jewish religious functionaries who have not been naturalised, have met 
with a favourable hearing.
